SECRETARY  HODGES  NAMED 
COMMENCEMENT  SPEAKER 

Luther  Hartwell  Hodges,  Secretary  of  Commerce, 
will  receive  the  honorary  degree,  Doctor  of  Laws,  at 
the  113th  Commencement  of  Lycoming  College  June 
4  1961.  He  was  nominated  as  Secretary  of  Commerce 
by  President  Kennedy  on  January  20,  1961,  and  con- 
firmed by  the  United  States  Senate  the  next  day. 

Secretary  Hodges  came  to  Washington  after  serv- 
ing six  years  as  Governor  of  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina. As  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor, he  had  succeeded  to 
the  Governorship  on  the 
death  of  the  then  Gover- 
nor, completing  two  years 
of  his  term.  He  then  was 
re-elected  to  a  full  four- 
year  term.  He  served  as 
chairman  of  the  Southern 
Governors'  Conference  and 
of  the  Southern  Regional 
Education  Board.  He  was 
one  of  nine  American  Gov- 
ernors to  make  an  extensive 
tour  of  the  Soviet  Union  in 
the  summer  of  1959,  and  was  subsequently  in  charge 
of  a  North  Carolina  State  Trade  and  Industry  Mission 
to  Europe  in  November,  1959. 

Following  graduation  from  high  school  in  1915,  he 
entered  the  University  ot  North  Carolina  and  was 
graduated  in  1919  with  the  A.B.  degree,  lie'  served 
briefly  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  held  the  rank  ot  Lieu- 
tenant. His  military  service  ended,  he  began  a  career 
in  the  textile  industry  starting  as  secretary  to  the  man- 
ager of  a  local  textile  mill  in  the  Leaksville-Spray 
area.  In  193S,  following  several  intermediate  promo- 
tions, he  was  made  general  manager  in  charge  ot 
manufacturing  for  Marshall  Pield  and  Company. 

Secretary  Hodges  is  no  stranger  to  assignments  in 
the  Federal  Government.  He  was  head  ot  the  Textile 
Division  of  Office  of  Price  Administration  in  1911.  and 
consultant  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in   1915. 

Secretary  Hodges  married  Miss  Martha  Blakenev 
in  Union  County,  North  Carolina,  in  1922  and  is  the 
father  of  two  daughters  and  one  son.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Leaksville,  North  Carolina,  Methodist  Church, 
a  Mason,  and  a  Botarian,  having  served  as  an  Inter- 
national Director  of  Rotary.
